Lost H-Bomb 
Will Be 
Disecfed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


missing 
American 
hydrogen 


bomb will b e dissected like a 
fish if the United States ever 
reels it up from the bottom of 
the sea off Spain. 


Officials said today that once 


the bomb is recovered it will be 
dismantled and subjected to 
months — and some parts for 
years — of study. 


This is t ofind out initial detail 


possible how the thermonuclear 
device was affected by an in- 
flight collision and months in 
the salt water of the Mediterra- 
nean. 


The bomb was loosed when a 


U.S. 
B52 jet and its refueling 


tanker collided six miles above 
the coast of Spain Jan. 17. It 
drifted by parachute into the 
sea. 


Miniature submarines have 


been trying to maneuver t h e 
hnmb into a favorable position 
for recovery the past several 
days. Officials say it might be 
days or weeks before the bomb 
is surfaced. 


Once in hand, the gray, tubu- 


lar device will be taken to an 
unspecified base of the Defense 
Atomic Support Agency (DASA), 
officials said. DASA builds the 
nation's nuclear hardware. 


"You can rest assured it will 


get a thorough going-over," one 
spokesman said. "We bring nu- 
clear bombs back to the shop if 
they're so much as scratched." 


Dozens of experts will be 


called in for various examina- 
tions of the bomb's components. 
They have probed the intrica- 
cies of a few other nuclear 
weapons which were damaged 
in plane crashes or merely dent- 
ed in transporting. 


Getting into the bomb isn't a 


particularly 
complicated 
or 


ticklish matter. Its insides are 
bared by removal of bolted-on 
plates. 


The scientists and technicians 


will he interested primarily in 
two things about the bomb: its 
safety failures and structure. 


Probably none of the weap- 


on's parts will be used in anoth- 
er H-bomb. 


Officials say that after ail the 


poking and probing is through, 
the components probably will 
become little more than conver- 
sation pieces in scattered re- 
search labs.

dent Johnson warned the Atlan- 
tic Allies today Hint President. 
Charles tie Gaulle's efforts to re- 
form their alliance could imperil 
the security of France and en- 
danger the safely of the West-; 
crn world. 


While he expressed confidence 


that the United Slates and 13 al- 
lies will slick together to pre-1 
serve NATO, without France if 
necessary, Johnson said: 


"If our collective effort should' 


falter — and our common deter- 
mination be eroded — the foun- 
dations of the alliance's present 
stability would be shaken." 


Johnson never mentioned De • 


Gaulle by name in his first pub- 
lic response by him since the 
French president served notice 
three weeks ago that he intends: 
to pull his military forces out of 
NATO, oust NATO military head 
quarters from France and re- 
cover control of U.S. and Allied 
NATO bases on French territory. 


Johnson spoke at the State De 


partment to an audience of For- 
eign Service officers. Twenty- 
four hours earlier he had sent a 
personal message to De Gaulle, 
responding to an earlier letter 
from De Gaulle setting forth De 
Gaulle's policies on the future of - 
NATO. 


Johnson's message Tuesday 


constituted a detailed reply to a 
message which De Gaulle sent 
him March 7. He gave a pre- " 
limiry responsy at tha t i m e 
saying that the problems which 
many from N A T O command 
have to be dealt with not by the 
United Slates and France alone 
but by the entire 15-nation al- 
liance. 


Subsequently De Gaulle .sent
